Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the maximum 
length and is not presented as a single paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 



Priority 

2. The instant application claims priority under 35 USC 120 to a PCT application 
filed 8/23/2002, based upon priority documents filed as early as 8/24/2001 . In order for 
the claimed priority to be valid, the instant continuation application would need to have 
been filed no later than 20 months from the earliest priority date (if only PCT Chapter I 
was elected) or 30 months from the earliest priority date (if PCT Chapter II was elected). 
Furthermore, designation of the US in the PCT filing is also required. This application 
was filed more than 24 months after the earliest priority date, yet the file contains no 
evidence that the US was designated or that PCT chapter II was elected. 

To preclude denial of priority, applicants should submit evidence that PCT 
chapter II was elected during the international phase. If PCT chapter II was elected, 
applicants are furthermore requested to submit copies of any International Examination 
Reports which they may have received.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

(a) In claim 1 (and claims 2-13 by dependency), it cannot be determined whether 
or not the claims require mmmm pentads or a peak at 21 .8 ppm. Applicants have used 
the phrasing "supposing that the chemical shift of the top of the peak assigned to a 
pentad represented by mmmm is 21.8 ppm, such wording, particularly with use of 
the word "supposing," renders indefinite whether these components are optional or 
required. The same ambiguity occurs a second time later in the clause, again including 
the word "supposing." Applicants are advised that the mere deletion of the word 
"supposing" would not resolve the question of whether the various recited components 
which occur with "supposing" are optional or required. 

(b) Claim 4 includes the same ambiguous language as described in (a) above. 
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(c) Claim 6 is indefinite because the phrase "the polymer is a propylene 
monomer" is not understood.
